Leads to Probe

FOE Lodge Interior 
Is Demolished; Exact 
Cause Undetermined 


Circleville Firemen and Police 
today probed the possibilities of 
arson after a second m ajor fire 
within 14 hours on E. Main St. de­ 
molished the interior of the F ra­ 
ternal Order of Eagles home early 
today. 
The blaze, discovered at about 
2:15 a. rn. by Circleville Police, 
followed a huge fire which de­ 
stroyed a three-business building 
in the two-hundred block on E. 
Main St. between 10:14 a. rn. and 
noun y e s t e r d a y . The Eagles 
Home is at 135 E. Main, about 
one block west of the site of the 
first fire. 
Following a similar pattern, the 
exact causes of the fires have not 
been determined. Firemen and po­ 
licemen pressed an investigation 
to determine if arson is involved. 
Two inspectors from the State Fire 
M arshal’s office wore due here la­ 
ter today. 
Damage at the Eagles Lodge 
was estimated at about $20,000. 
Loss was set at about $28,000 in the 
blaze which struck the building 
housing Ullman’s Flower Shop, 
W ard’s Upholstery Shop and Dr. 
Nancy Lu Conrad's office. 


FIRE Chief Talm er Wise said 
early investigation disclosed that 
a gas cooking stove may have 
been left turned on in the basement 
of the E a g l e s Home. However, 
Leslie Brown, m anager of the Eag­ 
les Club, said the stove had not 
been used since last Tuesday. 
Local Gas Co. officials said a 
valve leading to the stove appar­ 
ently had been turned off prior to 
the fire, indicating that the cook­ 
ing appliance was not the cause. 
Patrolm en Richard Blaney and 
Jay Curry and Courthouse custod­ 
ian Ralph Leist smelled smoke in 
the vicinity of police headquarters 
at about 2 a. rn., but were unable 
to locate the fire until about 15 
minutes later. They finally notic­ 
ed the smoke from a point near 
Main and Scioto Sis. 
Firemen said flames were rag­ 
ing out of control inside the two- 
story brick building when they 
arrived. Heat and smoke were 
intense, they added. 
Chief Wise said the building was 
well locked from*the inside, indi­ 
cating that no illegal entry had 
been made. He said firemen were

Mysterious 


Blasts Shake 


Tile Plant 


EAST LIVERPOOL, Ohio (AP) 
—Five 
mysterious 
underground 
explosions destroyed tons of fin­ 
ished sewer pipe in storage yards 
at the Vitrified Products Co. plant 
on this city’s East Side today. 
No one was injured, but 150 em ­ 
ployes of the plant were sent 
home until the cause of the ex­ 
plosions is learned. 
The first blast occurred about 
3 a m. and the others were scat­ 
tered at lengthy intervals, with 
the fifth explosion at 10:20 a.m. 
A street running along the edge 
of the plant property was block 
ed off to traffic for three blocks 
“There is a heck of a big crack 
in the ground 
and in 
another 
place the earth was heaved up­ 
ward,” Paul Clahoon, the plant 
manager, said. 
The

toppled 
stacks of finished sewer pipe in 
the storage yards, breaking large 
quantities of them. No immediate 
estim ate of damage was available.

One of the worst fires in mod­ 
ern Circleville history yesterday 
destroyed a frame building hous­ 
ing three business establishments 
on E. Main St., about a block and 
a half from the center of the city. 
Struck by flames of undeter­ 
mined origin were W ard's Up­ 
holstery Shop. Ullman’s flow­ 
er Shop and the office of Dr. 
Nancy Lu Conrad, local chiropo­ 
dist. The blaze, which spread 
rapidly after its discovery and 
then was 
brought 
masterfully 
under control by firemen, caus­ 
ed damage estimated at $28,000. 
The first alarm was sounded 
at about 10:14 a. rn. Firemen from 
Circleville Ashville and Williams­ 
port, battling the shooting flames 
in tem perature of about 18 degrees, 
f i n a l l y brought the raging in­ 
ferno under control at noon. The 
firefighters continued to lay water 
on the century-old two story build­ 
ing until about I p. rn. to prevent 
any further outbreak. The blaze 
was discovered by Ralph Ward, 
owner of the building, and Jerry 
Anderson, home on leave from the 
arm y. 
Firem en from the three depart­ 
ments, along with a sizeable corps 
of citizen volunteers, fought fur- 
iously and successfully to keep 
flames from reaching the Goeller 
Paint Store only three doors away. 
Circleville Chief Talm er Wise said 
“ I would hate to consider the cir­ 
cumstances if the fire had reached 
tha paint stare.”

QUICK action by firemen also 
checked flames before they reach­ 
ed the home of Ward, owner of th® 
upholstery shop, located just a 
few feet east of the Ullman firm . 
The concentrated effort of confin­ 
ing the fire mainly to its point of 
origin paid off. 
Chief Wise said no one received 
m ajor injury, although Ward suf­ 
fered a mild heart attack when 
he 
was 
slightly 
overcome 
by 
smoke and excitement. He was tak­ 
en to Berger Hospital and later 
released. 
The upstairs of the building con­ 
tained antique furniture and other 
articles owned by Ward. All were 
destroyed or heavily damaged. 
Wise said he was reasonably 
assured the fire started in the 
rear of the upholstery shop. He 
said initial burning indicated the 
blaze may have originated near 
an air compressor used by Ward.

There were a 
number of American missionaries 
and businessmen who were killed 
by Chinese Communists, but the 
name John Birch. wTas selected by 
R o b e r t Welch 
as the 
ghost 
that he w*ould use as the symbol 
far his movement. 
And so the ghost of John Birch, 
like other ghosts, stalks the land 
to frighten those w'ho seek a varie­ 
ty of explanations for the events of 
the day. 
Hitler and McCarthy were activ­ 
ists, but John Birch played no role 
in any agitational movement. A 
quiet, peaceful man he served his 
God in his own way. But today in 
the U n i t e d States, thousands of 
persons who never knew John 
Birch, who never heard of him 
while he wras alive, belong to a so­ 
ciety that bears his name and as­ 
sociate him with principles of pol­ 
itics and economics of which he 
knew nothing when he lived. It is 
like John Brown s body which ever 
marhes on. 
This is the nature of agitational 
movements. I 
recall that w’hen 
Sun Yat-sen was alive he was not 
a popular-political leader. He had 
no great following. He lived quiet­ 
ly in a house in the French Con­ 
cession of Shanghai and s a w 
large numbers of visitors each 
day; he wrote articles and lectur­ 
es which became books. 
But the moment he died an enor­ 
mous mausoleum was built in his 
honor in Nanking. It took a great 
human effort to climb the steps 
from the bottom to the top of that 
mausoleum. When one reached the 
top, he b o w e d before Sun’s pho­ 
tograph. Then he descended the 
steps. When he reached the bottom 
he had paid his obeisance to a new 
god. What often irritated me was 
that so many who w a I k e d to the 
top of those steps had opposed 
Sun during his lifetime. Now. he 
was a political ghost whom men 
worshipped and his name is fought 
over between the Nationalists and

monopolistic ownership. 
It was much the same with the 
mausoleum of Lenin in Moscow.
